SEMAPHORE SIGNALS

One thing my layout had lacked for some time 
was signals. As I model an area of south-east 
Queensland in the early 1960's and have both QR on 
12 mm gauge track and NSWR (as it was then) on the 
16.5 mm track, It meant that lower quadrant, 
semaphore signals would probably be the order of 
the day. I had some knowledge of these having 
lived for several years near both QR and SRA tracks 
at Salisbury. (Qld.) 

The first thing to do was to work out where I 
might need signals on my layout and what form they 
might take. This is where I struck a little 
trouble. There has been very little published in 
the model railway magazines about signalling. The 
only exception is an occasional series that has run 
in the Australian Model Railway Magazine ( AMRM ) 
since 1979. However, I did find in back issues of 
the ARHS BULLETIN and the SUNSHINE EXPRESS 
sufficent information to confirm what lI thought was 
the general practice. As readers may not have 
access to these publications, reproduced below is a 
brief summary of lower quadrant signalling practice 
and signal styles. I hope it may be of help to 
other modellers. 


LOWER QUADRANT SIGNALS. 


As most of you would know, lower quadrant 
semaphores come in two basic. types; STOP (Which we 
commonly call Home.)as in Signal A in Fig.1, and 
PERMISSIVE (Which we commonly call Distant) as in 
Signal D in Fig.1 for Queensland and Fig.4 for NSW. 
Stop signals were often divided into STARTING,HOME, 
and OUTER HOME sub-groups depending on circumstan- 
ces. Home signals also formed the basis of siding 
signals(Signal B,Fig.1) and shunt signals (Fig.3) 


If you refer to Fig.1 and assume a train is 


approaching signal S1 from town Y, then the 
following possibilities exist; 

1/ If all arms are horizontal, then the train 
stops! 

2/ If arm "A" is lowered, then the train proceeds 
along the left most track, the mainline, until it 
meets another signal. ,

3/ If arm "B" was lowered, then the train 
proceeds into the loop or siding to the right of 
the main line. 

4/ If arm "C" was lowered, then the train 
proceeds along the track to the right of the loop 
which we will call the branch line. 

S5/ Arm "D" is not controlled from the same cabin 
as the other arms but from the next cabin along the 
branch line. Arm "D" can only be lowered if arm € 
is also lowered. If it is, it tells the driver 
that the next home signal on the branch is also at 
clear. 

A train may also be waiting at signal S2 in 
the loop in fig.1. It may be proceeding to town y 
from which the first train has just come or it may 
be waiting to shunt onto the mainline. If the 
latter, then the lower signal in Fig.5, a shunt 
signal, will be lowered. Signal post S1 may also 
have a shunt signal which would be low on the post 
at "X". Both the shunt and siding signals look the 
same from the back, as in fig.Z. 

An excellent series of articles on the 
development of the Distant Signal in NSW is given 
by R.T.Taaffe in the 1977 ARHS Bulletin. (See 
references below.) The SRA distant differs from 
the QR Distant in that a green light is placed on 
the post above it, and the arm is painted red and 
white as for home signals. A further modification 
is found in Queensland where the white chevron is 
replaced by a reversed "K" as in fig.4. 


WHERE TO PLACE YOUR SIGNALS. 

"..In New South Wales all signals are, as 
far as practicable, placed on the left hand side of 
the line. Normally a semaphore arm is placed 7 to 
8 metres above the ground and no closer than 2 
metres from the nearest rail face. (unjess mounted 
on a bracket post or signal bridge....” 

SIGNAL KITS. 

I have used the Ratio Kit #466 (GWR Square 
Post Signals) for the NSWR signals and found it 
excellent value. I painted all the arms and 
lenses while still attached to the sprue. I was 
able to make 4 separate posts, 5 with brackets, and 
used 8 arms in all. A search of some of my 
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railway books and magazines indicated that the NSWR white 
generally followed the GWR pattern. 
Queensland used mainly lattice signal posts 
and these are not easy to obtain or build. There 
is apparently a Ratio Kit#486 of LNER Lattice Post 
signals but I have not seen it. Broad Gauge 
Models make a lattice signal kit #MS1 and these 
appear excellent models but are of the Victorian black 


Somersault signals were not 
"Old 


somersault style. 
common in Queensland and were refered to as 


PatternZ in the 1949 Edition of the Engineman's 
Manual. Perhaps a modification of the BGM kit is 
possible.

aa BOURKE ROAD - MELBOURNE AND GIPPSLAND 

I have always been facinated with stations 
Situated in a cutting where one can stand on an 
overbridge and observe the goings on down 
under.In practically every case that I know of 
the low-level station has been located in the 
Suburbs: I cannot recall one in the country so it 
is necessary to give some form of operation that 
will prevent the station being worked like same 
tramway. 


Let us take, as an example, a through station 
that is .alsec the inner terminus for a single 
track branch line whereon a single car shuttle 
works to and from an outer terminus which we may 
call, say, Gallipoli. There is also a Siding 
serving some commercial premises. (See fig.la.) 
‘All the points needed are two double slips, and 
two left hand and one right hand plain switches. 


The layout will need to be built in such a way 
as to indicate the tracks and platforms are at a 
level below the surrounding ground surface and 


for exhibition purposes I suggest that the 
retsirnine wall at platform one be ghosted in 
UuSINg Perspex or similar sc that the public may 


View the layout at the usual level. They may not 
be able to see the thing ctherwise as they are 
normally kept two or three feet back from the 
stand. 


IT would suggest that the Superquick terminus 
be used for the station building and mounted at 
street level at right angles te the

platforms. (Refer to fig.ib.) The Faller large 
covered footbridge (catalogue number B-185) could 
be used in association with this to give 
passengen access to the platforms. I# they are 
still available the Bilteezi occupied arches 
would be ideal for the commercial premises with 
low relief building rears at street level above. 
To fill in the space to esither side of the 


station building at street level I would suggest 
the use of the Heljan "Home of Yesterday” range 
of sheps, a number of which have a definite 


inner-suburban Melbourne look. 


Other scenery to suggest a suburban scene 
would be built to the cwner’s taste but I would 
also suggest that to give a Melbourne location 
tram tracks be laid in the street facing the 
station building and a model of a tram be placed 
thereon. A kit for a typical Melbourne tram is 
available in HO and it would not be necessary to 
have it working- a dummy would do just as well. 


I# the next station along the track is modelled 
as well, as outlined below, the tram could be 
made to operate by running behind the background 


scenery and appearing at the next station 


crossing the rail tracks on the level. 


Should space be available the branch at 
Broadway could be built. This station would be at 
normal ground level and have three platforms, two 
being joined in a Vee. (See fig.2.) I realise the 
actual staticn that I have used as a possible 
prototype does not have a platform on the branch 
but I rather like the idea of a Vee shaped 
station and for this reason I have included this 
branch platform. One right hand point and a 
Single slip is all that is needed here. I would 
use the Superquick country station building 
Situated at the head of the Vee with a footbridge 
serving the other platform. This station building 
locks very VR and while not identical it reminds 
me of South Melbourne, possibly because that when 
the St Kilda line was Built the Victorian 
rsilways were very much under English influence. 

Roltirg stock is up to the scratch builder as 
nae vVits cr ready to run models are available for 


suburban stock. Some Victorian 
converted Lima South African 
Suburban coaches to Harris cars but this 1s an 
expensive way of going about it in my opinion. 
With the amount of work involved it would be just 
as quick and convenient to start from = scratch. 
Some years ago our esteemed editor Rex Little 
tcok to one of the very early Triang 
Transcontinental coaches with his bastard file 
and converted it to a Harris Car. As these Triang 
coaches sometimes turn up at Branch auctions and 
on the hobby shcp second hand stock shelves they

While I have not looked into it there is a 
possibility that the Jouef Budd suburban cars 
could be modified (vaguely) into Silver Trains.

the clerestory, dogboxes produced by European 
firms like Lilliput for something to convert.

For country trains Train World has a kit for a 
T class diese! in HO and Broad Guage Models have 
kits for AW and BW passenger cars. And, of 
course, both BGM and BGB have freight car kits in 
HO 


There 1S a Lima Dutch electric loce in HO that 
can be reworked into a vague L class. With this 
and a Macbee’s or Triang Z van (reworked) plus a 
number of BGM IC opens loaded with briquettes one 
has a Melbourne bound brown coa! train. 


The N scalers amongst us have problems, Fybren 
have some N scale kits of VR freight stock but 
otherwise there is nothing available in that 
scale for the Victorian modeller. Every thing 
else will have to be scratch built. 


The prototype stations that I have adapted for 
this article will be well known to Melbourne 
residents although I have not Slavishly #01 lowed 
the track layouts at those Places but modified 
them to suit the article and to concea! this the 
names of ncw closed stations could be used to 
protect the innocent. Two such are Cremorne and 
Pic-Nic although the former was located between 
the Yarra River and South Yarra station. 


The double track main line could be built as 
_ loop and the branch g99ing off to a single 
concealed Siding. As only one vehicie uses this 
track nothing more is required. 


This idea could be used as the 
layout in its 


basis for a 
Own right or as part of a larger 
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‘ALLO!

It was 
conducted by Tim Macintosh, who runs the Fremantle Stamp Shop at 2/23 Adelaide Street, Fremantle. A 
commission of 15% on sales was taken and 17/7 lots were offered, 169 of them being single items and the 
other eight lots comprised 96 models in total, so the total number of Matchbox 'Yesteryears' which were 
put up for auction was 265. Only 25 lots were passed in and the 152 lots sold realised some $4376 
(which, incidentally, brought in $656 in commission) or $27.87 for each model sold!! The lowest price 
was $9 and the highest was $275. There was one model which had a reserve price of $850, but it did 
not sell.

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INCORPORATION ENQUIRIES 


Currently the NSW Branch Committee is looking 
into the incorporation of the Branch. The main 
advantage of this is that the members of an Incor- 
porated Association are not individually liable 
for any legal action against the Association. 
The situation was apparently that any action 
against AMRA would involve suing every single 
member of the Association, and this has acted 
as a safety barrier. With recent changes in 
the law, this is no longer the case. 

The Western Australian Branch has been partic- 
ularly’ helpful in this matter and we appreciated 
their co-operation in a rather complex decision. 

The incorporation procedure involves drafting 
of Articles which conform with the NSW. Government 
legislation regarding incorporated associations. 
Basically it is.the wording, and formation of 
rules previously -not included in the Branch Con- 
stitution that is the tricky part. 

The. Federal body has deemed it unnecessary 
to incorporate as it holds no functions at which 
individuals can sustain injury and it holds no 
property to incur damages. This part of AMRA 
will not change.

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THE RAILWAY BOOK CLUB 


Over two years ago, the Railway Book Club 
was described in The Branchline (February 1985). 
Since then, I have continued to receive the very 
colourful inserts in the various model and proto- 
type magazines and finally, I decided 'to give 
it a go'. I must admit I was 'sucked in' by 
the prospect of acquiring a copy of the 1985 re- 
print of "Bradshaw's July 1922 Railway Guide", 
normally priced at £20, for the princely sum of 
£3.25 (!!), and of being able to complete my collec- 
tion of one volume of O S Nock's 'British Loco- 
motives of the 20th Century' with the two other 
volumes that I did not have - these are normally 
priced at£14.95, but were priced for the intro- 
ductory offer at £1.95 each (!!). In Perth book- 
Shops, I have seen these at $50 or thereabouts, 
So there was quite a saving in being able to get 
the other two volumes in this way.

If you had the staying power, you would have 
seen on the fourth page of the 'Have you Seen..." 
section of the last issue of The Branchline, a 
"throw away' question/statement 'Did you know 
that the other Scottish railways, the North British 
and the Great North of Scotland did not get beyond 
4-4-0s?' Well, it goes to show that The Branch- 
line does get read from cover to cover because 
an irate Scot from Koorda, Jim Greenshields, wrote 
in as follows: 


"As a stirrer from way back, I can't 
let the statement made in 'Have You Seen?', Loco- 
motives Illustrated No 51, pass_ unchallenged, 
that neither NBR or GN of S companies got further 
than 4-4-Os. 

The NBR main express loco was the Reid Atlan- 
tic 4-4-2, nicknamed the 'Reid Roller', because 
of its motion being a bit on the lines of what 
was later known as_ rock-and-roll! I read some- 
where that it kept the tender coal well shaken 
forward. Also, of course, there were the 0-6-0 
tender and tank locos, as well as the 4-4-2 tanks. 

The biggest engines to run on North British 
rails came after the amalgamation, when the LNER 
sent the streamline Mikados (2-8-2) of Gresley's 
design to run the Edinburgh to Aberdeen passenger 
services. 
when wartime maintenance caused problems; Ossie 
Nock in his book 'British Steam Railways and Loco- 
Motives’ states that in their prime they ranked 
as the most powerful engines ever to run in this 
country (or is it THAT country? - Nonny), with 
an enormous boiler, three cylinders and 6'2" 
wheels. Of the class of six, I remember seeing 
‘Knight of the Thistle' and 'Wolf of Badenoch’ 
on the Waverley Route passing Fountainhall on

THE SOMERSET AND DORSET -— THEN AND NOW

The amalgamation in 1862 of the former Somer- 
set Central and Dorset Central Railways resulted 
in a line 66 miles long from Burnham-on-Sea (on 
the Bristol Channel) to Wimborne (near Bournemouth, 
on the English Channel). In 1874, the 'extension' 
line was built from Evercreech to Bath, some 26 
miles over the Mendip Hills, and, at the same 
time, the railway was able to access Bournemouth 
by running powers over the L & SWR metals, thus 
providing a very useful connection between the 
English Channel and Bath, and thence to the Mid- 
lands and the north by way of the Midland Railway. 
Other branches were built at various times to 
Bridgewater, also on the Bristol Channel, and 
to Wells in Somerset, but it was the ‘main line' 
over the Mendips to Bath which appealed most to 
the railway enthusiasts and to the breed of 20th 
century railway photographers; the most notable 
of whom was Ivo Peters. His photographs have 
been published by OPC and his 16 mm movie films 
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have recently been put out in video form by Rail- 
scene (I think Derrick Enterprises have examples 
of these). These provide a very vivid memory 
of the Somerset and Dorset, which closed in 1966. 

Mac Hawkins takes 149 of the _ photographs 
taken by the likes of Ivo Peters, Derek Cross, 
H C Casserley, Ron Toop and many others and then 
proceeds to arrange himself and his camera to 
be in the identical position 'now' to produce 
a facsimile photograph. Of course, with the 
line having been abandoned for some 20 years, 
there has been much change and the fascination 
of this book is in seeing the change and, in par- 
ticular, how quickly Mother Nature takes over 
when Man leaves off. Each pair of photos is 
supplemented with informative text and maps repro- 
duced from the Ordnance Survey 25 in Series (i.e. 
about 1/2500). There are also several appendices 
listing the various items still owned by BR, a 
bibliography of the S & DJR, gradient profiles, 
preserved locos from the line and, finally, a 
set: of very useful 'rules' for anyone else intend- 
ing to walk the old formation and follow Mac Haw- 
kins' footsteps, because much of the former course 
is now privately owned. 
—-“T found the book absolutely fascinating, 
especially when looking also at the maps in the 
OPC book by Judge and Potts on S&D track layouts, 
at Ivo Peters’ books published by OPC and at the 
two videos put’ out by Railscene. Perhaps not 
a lot of material of use if you're going to model 
the S&D, but a very relaxing diversion from model- 
ling nevertheless. 

I particularly like the stories that Mac 
Hawkins tells of his efforts to get into EXACTLY 
the same position to take his latest photos. 
For example, when he arrived at Evercreech Junction 
‘with his car roof-rack laden with ladders, etc, 
to photograph the old station buildings (now. pri- 
vately occupied by Mr and Mrs Nash), Mrs’ Nash 
instructed her son to send him away, thinking 
he was an itinerant window cleaner! And in the 


field he often encountered farm animals,-,e.g. 
pr ere this photograph had to be taken in a hurry 
as there was a boar’ rapidly closing on me from 
behind! Mike Arlett was with me as well - he 


was back over the gate first!" and "..... just 


out of sight in the foregound there was a large 
bull attending his cows, so while he was fully 
engaged I took advantage to sit on the grass await- 
ing the sun to reappear from behind slow-moving 
clouds!"
